An address on behalf of the Railway 
Association of Canada 
The title “Tools and Tolls” may 
geem a curious one for an address 
such as I was asked to deliver today 


on the general subject of economics 


and competition in transportation, 

I think you will agree however, 
that it does cover two things which 
vitally affect yourselves and all other 
citizens of Canada, The various agen- 
cies, or “tools” of transportation, 
available within Canada to move you 
and your goods, and the cost to you, 
or the “tolls”, for their. services. 

There are only four such agencies 
of general trangport available, and 
four they will remain till that distant 
day when someone invents, by split- 
ting the atom or otherwise, some 
startling new means of transporta- 
tion beyond our present ken.

‘| their tool is the freight or passenger 
car with flanged wheels, pulled in 
Series by one unit of power, between 
tite railways’ own terminals, over the 

’ own roadway, or tracks, 
installed and maintained at the rail- 
ways’ own expense. ‘ 

This, you will note, makes the 
railways unique in the transportation 
field —all other agencies depend upon 
public provision of certain facilities, 
or fixed plant, necessary for their 
operation. . 

Not all those tools of public trans- 
portion service are availab 
every day use, Lakes and stre 
freeze over, and the inland water 
carriers are tied up until. the next 
season of navigation. The airlines, 
even with the aid of modern science, 
are still dependent upon good flying 
weather. The motor vehicle is like- 
wise subject to the vagaries of the 
weatherman, with mud, fog, frost, 
snow and ice keeping it in the garage 
for varying periods in various parts 
of the country. 

But on the rare occasions when the 
railways’ trains are tied up for a 
brief perted by some extraordinary 
weather condition, that’s news! The 
railways provide the standby service 
for 2 other transportation agencies.

. plane it may he taken 
granted that the railways will con- 
tinue using trains on tracks as their 
major means of transportation Ser- 
vice, for in no other way can the vast 
volume and long hauls of Canadian 
commerce be moved—no other type of 
transport ig likely to top it for ec- 
onomy, or match it for dependability. 

In the second place, it may be 
taken for granted that technological 
progress will be continued. The rail- 
ways are looking ahead toward the 
better service which is expected of 
them, and which they expect to ren- 
der. There will however be no an- 
nual models“ succeeding one another 
with dramatic suddenness. Railroad 
operation is a continuous business, | 
Its progress must be gradual and 
evolutionary, not revolutionary. Ev- 
ery improvement introduced must 
mesh into, and work with, whatever 
is already there during the neceasary 
transition period. 

Progress will continue; we may 
expect that the railway of 1970 will 
differ from the present even more 
than today’s railways do from those 
of 1920. 

These then are the tools of trans- 
portation+-the various “ways” and 
the vehicles using them. What about 
the tolls? In the case of the steam 
railways, cost figures are of course a 
matter of public record, Reports 
published by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics show an average cost to 
the shipping public of Canada for rail 
freight transportation of leas than 
one cent per ton per mile.

is, just how high, or how low, is that 
less than ic per ton per mile in Can- 
ada, compared with rail shipping 
costs in other countries? The answer 
may be surprising to you—lower in 
Canada than in any other country in 
the British Commonwealth of Nations 
lower than in any country in Europe, 
lower than in the Uunited States, or 
in any other country in this hemi- 
sphere. 

The answer is—the railways’ 
freight rate structure. In Canada, as 
elsewhere the railways are required 
to maintain what is in effect a sliding 
rate scale, based on the principle of 
charging no more than each traffic 
can afford to pay, rather than the 


cost of moving each commodity. 


Under this principle of allocating 
transportation costs, one commidity 
may pay as much as 10c per ton mile, 
while others move more cheaply at 
rates equivalent to 90, 8c, 7e and so 
on down per ton mile, with finally 
such a commodity as Alberta’s grain 
moving from the prairies to the 
Lakehead or to the Pacific coast for 
export at rates which work out as 
low as % per ton mile—leas than 
a all 


Only about 25% of the railways’ 
tonnage is made up of goods moving 
at rates around that average of 1c 
per ton mile. 

This simply meals that the rail- 
‘ways depend upon their earnings 
from the remaining 25% of their 
business, able to pay the higher 
Fates, to finance their handling of 
that 50% of their tonnage moving at 
below average cost. 

. The railways would be perfectly 
content with a rate structure ' that 
permitted them to charge their aver- 
age cost of under ic per ton per mile 
on every shipment. Their returns 
would be exactly the same as at pre- 
sent, if the traffic continued to move 
in the same volume. But I think 
ean readily envision the resul 
economic chaos were .the railways 
suddenly empowered to throw out 
their present tariffs, and instead
